ton trade, The collapse of the Indian 
trado hns led to the stoppage of thou- 
sands of looms. East Lancashire is 
chiefly affected, and the employers are 
conferring over a projected reduction 
of ten per cent. in wages. The men 
have declared that they will fight th 
reduction tooth and nail. Uf a strik 
occurs 288,589 looms will be idle. 

COLONIAL TROOPS. 

Most of the colonies bave already 
accepted the invitation of the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, to send represen- 
tations of troops to the Queen’s Dia- 
mond Jubilee celebrations, and they 
are expected to greatly enhance tho 
attractions of the processions. Canada, 
New South Wales, Victoria, Queens- 
land, South Australia, New Zealand, 
the Cape of Good Hope, Natal, ‘Trin- 
idad, and Cyprus are sending cavalry, 
the troopers to be sent by the last be- 
ing mounted zaptiehs. Some infantry 
and artillery are coming from else- 
where as far distant as the Gold 
Coast, Georgetown, and Hong-Kong. 
A general officer will be appointed to 
command the whole force. The  vis- 
itors will be housed in the military 
barracks of the Home districts. 

FRANCE NOT PREPARED. 

In response to the question put to a 
leading Minister why the French Gov- 
ernment has treated Sir M. Hicks- 
Beach’s declarations about Egypt with 
so much caution, the reply was made: 
—''Because M. Hanotaux and his col- 
leagues know that France is not pre- 
pared for naval warfare, The condi- 
tion of the French fleet puts France as 
a sea power in a worse mess than she 
was in as a military power on enter- 
ing upon the war of 1870.” 

THE NILE EXPEDITION. 

(By the end of this year the British 
Government expects to hold Egypt and 
the Soudan from the White Nile to 
the Mediterranean. To complete the 
English regime, the mixed tribunal, 


whose term of existence under the | 


treaty will expire in 1898, will be re- 
formed, or so revised as to give Eng- 
land amajority in the tribunal. Late 
news from Cairo fixes the start of the 
Upper Nile expedition for June. The 
kgyptian forces will number 22,000, 
strengthened by Anglo-lndian forces to 
a total of 32,000. ‘Lhe new gunboats 
now being completed in England for 
the expedition; carry each six machine 
guns; with one twelve-pounder. ‘Vhey 
have only two feet of draught, are 
twin screw boats, and carry their big 
gun forward. (ix of these formidabl 
crafts will be at the service of the ex-

JUBILEE ARRANGEMENTS.

The 
story goes that the Queen has given 
her patronage to ascheme of the Chil- 
dren's Band of Hope Union (whose 
jubilee is next year), for obtaining a 
million more adult teetotallers to the 
ranks of the various socicties this year.

SPOONS. 


The Date of Their Origin Unknown, Tney 
Are So Very Ancient. 

If you desire to know about tho scar- 
city of really reliable data on the histo- 
ry of spoons, take down your handbooks 
and encyclopedias and see if it doesn’t 
take you a long while to learn anything 
concerning their origin, ‘nativity,’’ 
etc. In fact, tho antiquarians do not 
pretend to give us anything of valuo in 
that line. It is admitted that they are 
“very ancient,’’? but just exactly how 
old they are and by whom and where 
they were first used are points upon 
which we ‘are left completely in tho 
dark. Creighton says, ‘‘Spoons must 
hayo been a very ancient inyention, for 
a Saxon spoon of perforated silver gilt, 
ornamented with gems, was found in a 
grayo at Sarre, Thanet.’’ 

When forks were unknown, spoons 
played a very iraportant part at the ta- 
ble. Spoons of the thirteenth century, 
and eyen later, had handles terminat- 
ing in a knob, knot, acorn or other odd 
and cumbersome devices. About the 
period of the restoration, of which so 
mucli is said in English history, a great 
change was made in the forms of 
spoons. In some of the unique patterns 
the ‘‘spoon’’ part was divided into two, 
three and even four parts, and the han- 
dle always split or twisted and turned 
up instead of down and back. Spoons 
of thut period were all blunt instead of 
being pointed as in the forms generally 
seen at present. They continued short 
and blunt down to the time of George 
I, when they were first made pointed 
and had the handles turned down in- 
stead of up. ? 

About the year 1500 what” were 
known as ‘‘apostle spoons’’ were intro- 
duced. They were so called because 
they had the figures of the 12 apostles 
carved upon their handles. They were 
generally given by sponsors to children 
at their\time of baptism. The wealthy 
presented the entire 12, those who could 
not afford to indulge in such extrava- 
gance giving one or more, according as 
they felt able. 

The most curious and remarkable 
spoon in the world perhaps is a ‘‘coro- 
nation spoon,’”? preseryed among the 
other royal relics in the tower of Lon- 
don. The bowl is of gold and the han- 
dle of silyer. The handle is split down 
the middle and set with all kinds of 
precious stones. The relic is valued at 
about £20,000, or upward of $100,000. 
—St. Lonis Republic.

Few Gonefit Finanolally by Means of Theol 
Crimen. 

Much has beon published in England 
about the professional assassins of Paris 
writes our Parla correspondent, and in 
many cases fabulous gains have been at- 
tributed tothem as arcsultof their crimes, 
but theso exist more frequently in fiction 
than in fnot. Statistics recently compiled 
by the profect of the Paris police throw a 
good deal of light on the assnassin’s trade as 
practiced in modorn times. Especially in- 
teresting are they in yiew of the popular 
but very erroneous den that the aseassin's 
trade is a profitable ono. That it is quite 
the reverse scoms to be clearly proved by a 
record of the profits gained by notorious 
assassins duirng the last 80 years, 
Biographies of a large number of French 
murdcrors, some of whom paid the penalty 
of their crimes on the guwlotine, while 
bthers were transported to New Caledonia, 
show that the nyerage murderer makes far 
less money at his abominable trade than Ss 
made by any third rate artisan or even day 
laborer. ; 
Hero, for example, are the names of a 
few criminals and netatement as to the 
actual moncy profit that resulted in cach 
ce Sejournet committed one crime, and 
his profit was £2 5s; Rossel], one erfine, 
#1 108; Ducret, onc crime, £8 worth of ' 
jewelr Cathelin, about 5s. 
These are not princely profits, but they 
are large compared with others, Three 
men, for example—Georgocs, Voty and 
Franck—committed a horrible crime und 
only made about sixpence apiece. Several 
others were less fortunate, for they gained 
nothing at all. Other knights of tho rond 
found to thoir dismay aftor dispatching 
their victims that they had no moncy on 
them, and they were consequently hound 
to be satisfied with such booty as they 
could obtuin in the shape of watches and 
ether jowelry, which, of course, is less de- 
sirable than moncy, as it is not always 
easy to dispose of.

Vory pretty box shaped jewel cases 
are made of celluloid. Cut the sides of 
the box four inches long and two and 
one-half inches wide, and the bottom 
four inches square, Paint a design of 
pansies or buttercups on each side piece. | 
Make small eyelet holes along the edges 
so the pieces of the box can be laced 
together with heliotrope or yellow

oak leaves and acorns, done with brown 
Roman floss across the ends. It is 
very imexpensive and washes nicely. 

A pretty splasher can be made of old 
fashioned spatter work. Get a piece of 
muslin of the proper size, and fasten 
it firmly and smoothly on a table 
with a large piece of paper under. it, 
so the table will not be spattered. Cut 
out paper patterns of leaves, or the 
natural leaves pressed and laid in 
place will do nicely. Fern leaves are 
the best for this work, although many 
pretty patterns are composed of oak 
and other leaves, After they are 
fastened in place so they cannot slip, 
spatter the muslin all over with indel- 
ible ink, using a fine comb and an old 
tooth brush. Leave it until it is dry, 
then remove the leaves. If the back- 
ground is very dark, a pretty effect 
Is obtained by spattering lightly after 
the leaves are removed, The work is 
quickly done. 

Pillow shams are useful as well as or- 
namental. Finish the edges with lace 
or hemstitched hems, and they will be 
easier to launder than tucks or ruffles. 
Stamp a floral or conventionalized 
design in each corner and a mo- 
nogram in the center, and work 
them in any color desired or in 
black, using Asiatic twisted em- 
broidery silk. Good bleached mus- 
lin is usually used for them. If some- 
thing nicer is desired, a fine quality 
of linen may be chosen, and the de- 
signs worked with Asiatic etching silk. 
Delft designs are one of the fads of the 
season, and the dainty shades of blue 
seen in the finest or heaviest mater- 
jals, but are prettiest oa white linen. 


GRIDDLE CAKES. 


Rice Griddle Cakes——One cupful of 
sweet milk, one cupful of warm boiled 
rice, one-half teaspoonful of salt, the 


yolks of two eggs beaten, one’ table- 
spoonful of melted butter and flour en- 
ough to make a thin batter. Stir in 
lastly the whites of the eggs beaten 
stiff and dry. Bake on a hot griddle. 


Bread Griddle-Cakes.— One pint of 


stale bread-crumbs. Pour over them 
one pint of hot milk, add one table- 
spoonful of butter, and when the 


crumbs are soft rub through a strainer 
and add the beaten yolks of two eggs, 
one cupful of flour, one-half teaspooniul 
of salt, and two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing-powder. If the batter is not thin 
enough, add a little cold milk. 


Squash Griddle-Cakes.—One cupful of 
sifted squash; pour over this one cup- 
ful of boiling milk, add one teaspoonful 
of butter, one tablespoonful of sugar, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt. When 
cool add one egg well beaten, two tea-” 
spoonfuls of baking-powder, mixed and 
sifted with one cupful of fiour. If the 
batter is too thin, add flour; if too thick, 
add milk. ‘The squash shoul dbe dry. 


Indian Meal Griddle-Cakes.—One pint 
of Indian meal, one teaspoonful of sug- 
ar, one saltspopnful of salt, one tea- 
5 ful of butter. Add to this gradu- 

ly sufficient boiling milk to wet the 
meal. .When cold add two well-beaten 
eggs, and sufficient cold milk to make 
a thin batter. 

Raised Graham Griddle~-Cakes,—One 
cupful of graham meal, one cupful of 
flour, one-half yeast-cake dissolved in 
one-quarter of a cupful of lukewarm 
water. Mix with this one pint of milk 
scalded and cooled, and let it rise over 
night. In the morning add half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of 
molasses, and one saltspoonful of soda. 
If the batter is too thick’ add a little 
warm water. /

GULD IN THE SASKATCHEWAN. 


Reports Now Are That the Big River in 
the Northwest is Very Rich, 

A party of miners from the United 
States prospected the bars in the Sas- 
katchewan river, near Edmonton last 
October, taking a few bushels of sand 
from different places and from the tail- 
ings which had been left by miners who 
had used the primitive methods of 
washing the gold. It is now reported 
that the prospectors have discovered, 
by treating the samples by the most 
improved methods, they are very rich 
in fine gold, assaying, it is claimed, 
as high as $260 a ton. A Chicago syn- 
dicate has been formed to furnish ma- 
chinery to work the sand, and Edmon- 
ton is looking forward to ao share of 
the mining boom. ‘he first record of 
gold having been found in the North 
Saskatchewan as credited to Dr. Hun-

en 1858 and the summer of 
1859, | no that date straggling ad- 
venturers forced their way up the riv- 
er, and, with rude tin plates, bored with 
small holes which answered for a “griz- 
zly,” made amounts varying from $7 
to $10 a day washing gold from the 
bars of the river, Since then the num- 
ber of miners has annually inoreased 
until last year about one hundred or 
more men spent the spring and fall 
months, when the water was lowest, 
washing the golden sand, Yet, as is 
shown by the recent assay, they could 
only save a very small proportion of 
the gold, making from $2 to $5 ao day, 
but many newcomers or tenderfeet have 
had to content themselves with 65 cents 
to $l a day.

THE FARM. 
SWILL FOR HOGS. 

Most men attach too much value to 
swill as a pig feed, and pay too little 
attention to the quality and manner 
of feeding, writes a correspondent. 
We once attended a fair where one of 
the exhibitors of swine had made ar- | 
rangements with the proprietor of the 


leading hotel of the town to be furnish- 
ed with the swill and kitchen wastes 


for his hogs during the fair. ‘The 
barrels in which it was .uled to the 
fair grounds were typical swill bur- 
rels, black and grease and filth. The 


contents were so sour that they had 
begun to decay, and nature’s scaveng- 
ers, the worms, were at work trying 
to correct the evil condition of the com- 
pound; yet the man thought it prime 
hog feed. The crowds and excitement 
on the grounds kept the buzzards away. 
Possibly there may yet be farmers who 
have a barrel containing such stuff in 
their back door yard from which they 
occasionally—when they think of it— 
feed their hogs and then they wonder 
why their hogs sometimes die, or that 
their family bas the fever. Every swill 
receptacle should Le emptied at least 
once a day. And then if the vessel is 
not scalded occasionally it will sour in 
twenty-four hours’ time. It is our 
practice during the summer months to 
empiy the buckets or barrel every ev- 
ening. By doing this the accumula- 
tions of the day are ail ied im; the ey- 
ening, and nothing more goes into the 
vessels iil the next morning. ‘This 
swili is not fed as it comes trom these 


four acres of meadow had been seeded 
properly, it would be just $100 in my 
pocket this year.” 


The amount of clover and grass seed 
sown per acre varies. Some think four 
quarts of Timothy seed and three or 
four of clover sufficient. One 
farmer sows ‘‘three to four quarts,” and 
“not much Timothy on a farm, if you 
want to live on it.” Another says he 
cannot seed clover satisfactorily with 
less than five quarts per acre. Clover | 
seed is usually dear, and that inclines 
to scrimping. The practice of the best 
farmers hereabouts seems to be to sow 
not less than ten pounds per acre of 
clover and about four quarts of Tim- 
othy. The usual implement for sowing 
seed here is the “fiddle bow” seeder. 
But whether this seeder, or a wheelbar- 
row seeder, or a crank seeder, or hand 
sowing is used, the method of securing 
even distribution is the same for all. 
In the first place carefully mix the 
clover and grass seed in a tub or box. 
To insure even mixing requires care 
and time. Mix only a small quantity 
at a time, taking the proper proportion 
of each kind of seed. Then give the 
entire lot a thorough mixing. | -Next 
weigh the seed and measure it. Also 
get atin pail or basin holding from 
two to four quarts and carefuly meas- 
ure and weigh the amount of seed it 
holds. This can be easily done | by 
counting how many struck measurefu 
will fill a half bushel. Next calculate 
out how many rods wide it takes of the 
to sow on an acre. Then in sowing keep 
careful tally with pencil and paper the 
number of measures full you empty in- 
to your seeder. In the next place find. 
out how many rods wide it takes of the 
field you are sowing to make an acre.

We have long since concluded that so 
large a proportion of water was of no 
benefit; that its use gave us unneces- 
sary labor in handling it, and taxed the 
system of the pigs without an adequate 
return.

‘the soil, and if the seed is all sown 
before the sun thaws out the frost, 
most of it is certain to get sufficient 
covering. In some soils this covering

His deformity is a great feature in 
Shakespeare and is used with all Shakes- 
peare’s knowledge of human nature to ex- 
plain much of what would be otherwise in- 
credible. It is the bitterness of the deform- 
ed which makes Richard hate the world, 
which hardens his cruelty and sharpens his 
already keen edged ambition with the de- 
sire to overcome the scorn of mankind for 
‘dofects ho could not help by reaching a 
place where he could put the world under 
his feet. Yet there is but little better evi- 
dence of his deformity than there is of his 
haying been born with teeth. 

It is hardly necessary to call witnesses to 
disprove such triviality as this, but it is 
easily done, and the refutation is complete, 
No contemporary other than Rous eyen al: 
ludes to Richard’s deformity, and these 
others who are silent are the only writers 
of real authority, Fabyan, the Londoner, 
who must have scen Richard often, and 
who was a Lancastrian, says nothing of 
any deformity. ‘Che Croyland Chronicler, 
a member of Edward IV's council, is 
equally silent, and so, too, is Comines, al- 
though he twice speaks of Edward as the 
handsomest prince he had seen, thus show- 
ing that he noted physical appearance, 
Stowe said he had talked with old men 
who had sccm Richard, and they declared 
“that he was of bodily shape comely 
enough, only of low stature.’? Hyen Roue 
himself, in his portrait of Richard, indl- 
cates no deformity. The portraits, indecd 
—and thero are seyoral authentic examples 
—show us a man without any trace, either 
in expression or feature, of bodily malfor- 
mation. The face isa striking ono, strong, 
high bred, intellectual, rather stern, per- 
haps, and a little hard in the lines, but not 
in the least cruel or malignant, and with 
a prevailing air of sadness.—Hon, Henry 
Cabot Lodge in Scribner's.

The January statement of Canadian

“over-due debts” the total is $3,947,-

Sugars 
have recovered somewhat from their 
long continued dulness, and an advance 
of am eighth of a cent. has been es- 
tablished by refiners, who claim that 
their figures are still considerably be- 
low the New York level. Teas and 
other ‘staple lines of groceries re- 
main dull. Dry goods orders are re- 
ported moderately numerous, but are 
asa rule small in extent, and show 
that careful buying is being practised. 
Dealers in raw wool, are not apparent- 
ly anxious to push sales, in view of the 
unsatisfactory state of woolen manufac- 
turing interests, and a second cargo of 
Cape wool, for Montreal account, just 
arrived in Boston, is likely to go into 
store in that city. Boot and shoe man- 
ufacturers are now making active de- 
livery of spring foot-wear, on orders 
booked durig the fall and winter, but 
are not very large buyers of leather 
at the moment. Values in this latter 
line, however, tend to strengthen in 
sympathy with the general strong tone 
of the hide market. Pig iron, bars, 
etc., still move slowly, but for plates 
of various kinds there is more enquiry, 
with considerable stiffening of prices; 
Cunada plates have advanced 20 cents 
a box, and of cartain sizes there is de- 
cided scapcity, coke tins and ‘Terne 
plates are also in limited supply and 
dearer.

Making Farming Profitable. 


The Method Adopted by a Lead- 
ing Agriculturist. 


Farming has become more ofa science 
of late years, and to make it pay it must 
be conducted on scientific principles. 
The old ruts must be got out of,and new 
methods adopted. 'The farmer who does 
this will find that there is money in 
farming now as well as there was in the 
olden time. 

To illustrate this we give below the 
plan adopted by one of the most success- 
ful agriculturists in Canada, Mr. Wm. 
Rennie, as practised by him on his 
own farm in Markham, and as now in 
operation at the Experimental Farm in 
connection with the Agricultural Col- 
at Guelph where Mr. Rennie is Su- 
pervintendent and Instructor. 


MR. RENNID’S SYSTEM. 

In order to grow successful crops three 
things are necessary. 

1, There must be vegetable matter in 
the soil. 

2. This vegetable matter must be de- 
composed so as to be in fit condition for 
plant growth. 

8. It must be retained in the soil un- 
til plants can make use of it. 

By seeding down all grain with red 
clover and using all barnyard manure 


possible, the necessary vegetable matter 
would be placed in the soil. He adyo- 
cated a three or four years’ rotation ac- 
cording to the conditions, and strongly 
condemned the practice of constant plow- 
ing, by which the valuable surface soil 
is turned down and the crude matter 
brought to thesurface, He advised far- 
mers to adopt a systematic rotation, 
such as the following :—lst year—hay 
or pasture. 2nd year—hay or pasture. 
8rd year—corn, roots, rape and peas. 
4th year—Fall and Spring grain and 
seed down. 

The sod only should be plowed, to the 
depth of about six inches, followed by 
surface cultivation only, until sod came 
round again. In this way the plow 
would only be used once every four 
years. Plow sod early in summer (af- 
ter haying) and harrow and cultivate 
surface at once, followed by a later cul- 
tivation in fall. This would tend to des- 
troy all weeds and thoroughly decom- 
pose the vegetable matter. If any ma- 
nure were available it should be scat- 
tered over this, and then the land at

it will be found impossible to gx Certed 
catch unless the surface soil is thorough- 
decomposed. In such cases it is best to 
cultivate well and seed rather Jater than 
usual, Seed down all grain crops except 
peas with red clover, because it isa most 
valuable fertilizer and feed for animals. 
Clover and peas are nitrogen accum- 
wlators, while wheat, oats, barley, ete., 
are nitrogen feeders; so that the form 
crops lay up a supply of nitrogen in their 
roots which if well preserved will sup- 
ply food for the following grain crops. 
Where land is so poor that it is found 
impossible to get a catch of clover it will 
be a good plan to sow peas and plow 
down when in bloom and follow with 
buckwheat, which also plow down. 
This will greatly enrich the soil. 

Land becomes dry and cracked be- 
cause of lack of vegetable matter which 
when present retains the moisture, 
hence use all farmyard manure possible 
and seed down every grain crop with 
the seed mixture given,

vate thoroughly, and sow fall or spring 
wheat and seed down with a mixture of 
7 lbs. of red cloyer, 8 Ibs. of alsike and 
4 lbs. of timothy. In worn out soils 
when it is impossible to get a catch of 
clover, it would be necessary to culti- 
vate surface thoroughly, then sow peas, 
plow down when in bloom, followed _ by 
buckwheat plowed down. This would 
put necessary vegetable matter in the 
soil. 
CROP ROTATION AMPLIFIED. 

This system of rotation is more fully 
developed in the following paragraphs: 

In some localities it may be found ad- 
visable to change the 4-year to a 8-year 
rotation, plowing down sod first year. 

The method adopted for rape, roots, 
and corn is to plow sod about 6 inches 
deep in early summer, say after haying, 
and give one cut with harrows at once, 
lengthway Follow in 10 days with 
disc harrows across furrows half lap 
and keep cultivating on surface till fall, 
using broad share cultivator to kill 
weeds. This will decompose the vege- 
table matter in surface soil and destroy 
the weeds. If any farm-yard manure is 
available, give the land a good coat, 
and then before it freezes, rib with a 
double mould board plow into drills 
about 20 inches wide, thus throwing the 
valuable surface soil into the small drills 
which will prevent the decomposed veg- 
etable matter from washing away. Im- 
mediately before seeding in the spring 
harrow down drill and seed at once and 
follow with thorough surface cultiva- 
tion which will retain moisture in soil 
and kill all weeds. 

Pea land is dealt with in this way: 
The last sod plowed in the fall is left in 
that condition during winter when green 
manure from stable is spread over it. 
Use a gang plow in spring to turn down 
manure, then harrow and sow 
about 24 bus, to the acre. 
crops are harvested in the fall, do not 
plow, but cultivate on surface. Always 
cut peas rather than pull them, f 
leaving roots in the soil, as the nodular 
on the surface contains nitrogen, very 
valuable plant food which is absolutely 
nec for the successful growth of 
wheat. Don’t plow up corn or roots but 
use a double mould board plow between 
drills and then cover the roots com- 
pletely with soil, which will be harrow- 
the following spring before 
seeding down with spring grains. Leave

MARKETING FARM BUTTER. 

T have read with interest all that has 
| come under my observation on this sub 
| Jeet and have not yet found anything 
that gave any light to those that need 
it, says a writer. The only advice giv- 
tm is sell to private customers. This, 
however, is impossible for the great ma- 
| jority of this class of butter makers. 
| The situation is simply this: Every 
| food farmer’s wife aims to supply her 
own table with good butter. She will 
take just as great pains to make what 
she expects to use as she would if she 
was making a large amount for some 
fancy trade, always remembering that 
there must be a difference in quality 
in favor of the greater quantity made. 
To do this she must aim high enough 
to cover the entire year, and thus she 
will have a surplus at some season of 
the year, The amount is too small to 


money in the country as there av 
was, a portion of wHlel stands realy 
to be exchanged for necessary dairy 
products. This should act as an incen- 
tive for dairymen to produce good win- 
ter butter and lots of it.

A butter shipper 
said it had never been done in that 
town before. It was to be an experi- 
ment both on our part and our cus- 
tomers. We had 8 miles of a drive 
every week, rain or shine. 


We soon learned that there was net 
enough demand for butter at that price 
to pay us for the time and trouble. 
We learned one thing, however, that 
was of some value, viz.: that our but- 
ter was all right. This same butter 
shipper offered us no less than l6c. per

PIG FEEDING. 

The treatment of pigs intended for 
porkers and those intended for bacon 
should from the age of twelve or four- 
teen weeks be somewhat different. The 
former may be pushed on sharply and 
fed at least three times a day, says Na- 
tional Proyisioner, but care should be 
taken not to give more food at each 
meal than is thoroughly cleaned up. 
A good mixture of tyvo or three sorts 
of ground corn, either scalded or steam- 
ed, with the addition of some boiled po- 
tatoes, mangels or swedes, and a lit- 


tle skim milk, will make porkers fit 
for the market in four or five months. 
Pigs that are intended for bacon should 
and for the first four or five months 
need only be fed twice a day, on such 
food as will promote growth, and pro- 
duce flesh rather than fat, but they 
be allowed a fair amount of exercise, 
should never be allowed to stop grow- 
ing nor to lose their suckers flesh.

If he is not a compet- 
ent dairyman you cannot conduct your 
dairy business profitably. He is the in- 
dividual under whose care the cows usu- 
ally come most. On him devolve those 
little minor details of attention in the 
stable which if neglected or are im- 
properly performed, help to keep the 
cows down to a $25 per year income,

FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE. — 


Among all the illustrious names of 
which this century boasts, probably 
noneis of greater prominence or 
more worthy of its liberty than that 
of Miss Florence Nightingale. In these 
times when fame may be attained in a 
day, and almost as soon forgotten in 
the steady march of time and the pro- 
gress of life and thought, notoriety is 
of short duration, and a name seldom 
lives long in the hearts and minds of 
the people. But there are exceptions 
to every rule, and for over forty years 
there has been enshrined in the hearts 
of her countrymen the English, one 
great, grand name—Florence Nightin- 
gale. 


She is the organizer of the field-hos- 
pital system, and during that terrible 
campaign in the Crimea, in which her 
country was involved, her indefatigable 
efforts in relieying the physical suffer- 
ings of the so]Mers can never be forgot- 
ten. Miss Nightingale was thoroughly 
conversant with the work she undertook 
before she started for the Crimea. She 
had devoted much study and time to 
hospital work and had been in one of the 
best training schools for nurses which 
at that time existed—the institution of 
Protestant Sisters of Mercy, in Kaiser- 
werth, Germany. When she departed 
with her assistants for the scene of 
war it was without any thought of re- 
muneration,.for she had wealth at her 
command and could happily do so. The 
War Office in London, almost panic-

gale with almost absolute control of the

RUSSIA’S ROAD THROUGH CHINA, 
— 
Advantages Guaranteed to the Government 
and the Company, 

The statutes of the East China Rail- 
way Company have been approved by 
the Emperor of Russia and promulgat- 
ed by the Senate, and come into force, 
on Feb. 16. No time is being lost in 
pushing on the preliminary surveys. A 
special commission, consisting of sev- 
eral Russian engineers, one French en- 
gimeer, and some Chinese officials, is 
engaged on the work. M. Jugovitch 
has been appointed chief engineer, and 
he has undertaken that the line shall 
be completed within five years. It 
seems that the line will be construct- 
ed with French capital by French en- 
gineers, under the control and with the 
guarantee of the Russian government, 
but nominally will be a Chinese line, 
administered by China. The Russian 
influence, however, will be so great as 
to make it practically a Russian line, 
and should occasion require, there can 
be little doubt that the Russians will 
seize all the advantages mentioned in 
the treaty, the terms of which they 
seemed so anxious to disclaim. By the 
terms of the agreement the company 
is bound to convey all the Russian 
trains which may be supplied at the 
‘Transbaikal or Ussuri termini, and they 
have to undertake that the speed shall 
not be less than on the Siberian rail- 
ways. It will receive and despatch with 
the utmost diligence telegrams for or 


from China, or for intermediate sta- 


tions, if at any time the ordinary tele- 
graph line be broken down.

An insurance com- 
pany that presumably takes nothing but 
healthy lives ought to have a much low- 
er death rate still, hence should be able 
to give $1,000 insurance for $6.00 or less. 
Since the average annual premium on a 
policy in an insurance company is about 
$30 for each $1,000 insurance, we see 
how much is paid out for 
advertising and commissions to agents.

A BEGGAR’S AR’ 
LIVES IN A CELLAR AND PAINTS 
SIGNS FOR MENDICANTS. 


Ho Makes a Good Living and Would Rather 


Bo a Painter For gars Than a Beggar 


tures Are Used and 


Paintor—How th 


What He Charges For Them, 


A new school of art has been discoy- 
ered. So far as known, this city has its 
tole professor, and he is as odd as his 
art. But this is the source whence come 
the thrilling pictures which the beggar, 
maimed, halt or blind, displays when 
he mournfully relates just how he was 
injured and strives to impress upon the 
charitable how deserving he is of nid, 

In one of the shabbiest streets of the 
tity, away down in a basement, a flick- 
ering gas flame lights the studio of this 
queer genius. It is a place of business 
such as would appall the well dressed 
banker, but it is no exaggeration to say 
that its occupant has an income which 
many more’ pretentious painters would 
rejoice to receive. 

Technique and perspective meet. with 
small consideration at the hands of this 
king of the beggars, for such he seems 
to be. To watch ingress and egress of 
his patrons would give a stranger the 
impression that some philanthropist had 
established a charity hospital in the 
basement. 

When the writer paid a visit to this 
unique studio the other day, the artist 
was found attired in a pair of overalls 
anda greasy woolen shirt, as guiltless 
of ornamentation at the neck as was 
the neck itself of acquaintance with soap 
and water. A bushy beard that had eyi- 
dently been brown in other days covered 
the lower portion of the artist’s face, 
and his shocky hair stood up in indig- 
nant protest against the possibility of 
invasion by brush orcomb. From under 
rather bushy brows a keen pair of eyes 
looked out, Mind was decidedly in evi- 
dence; conventionality was below par, 
Both cleanliness and godliness were 
quite ignored. 

The furniture of the studio consisted 
of an old couch covered with a material 
which in days gone by had probably 
been yery pretty chintz. Now it was 
thoroughly disguised by the accumu- 
lation of dirt. A real rag carpet. coycr- 
ed the floor, but not = single picture 
was hung upou the walls, although 
standing about the room were several 
pictures in various stages of progress. 
Permission was asked to examine them, 
and they were well worth seeing. 

One was a lurid representation of a 
powder explosion. So realistic was the 
picture that if you cared to place your 
finger on what were alleged to be burn- 
ing grains of powder you could feel that 
the grains were there, though the artist 
denied that that was the intention. He 
said the painting was intended for a 
patron of his with two wooden legs, 
substitutes for the pair that a powder 
explosion robbed him of. The object of 
the painting was to show the charitable 
stranger just how it happened, and the 
artist said that in his mind there was 
no doubt that his legless patron would 
greatly benefit by the scene thus placed 
on canvas, 

‘There was another picture, which rep- 
resented the blowing up of a man-of-war. 
The flames that spouted from the decks 
of the unfortunate vessel were far more 
red than the light that shines from the 
chimneys of an iron mill at night. Na- 
ture has neyer succeeded in producing 
anything quite so glowing as unmiti- 
gated red paint, and there was no lack 
of it in this picture. The persons who 
were sailing about in the air seemed to 
haye suffered frightful injuries, and the 
artist said that this was purely to in- 
voke sympathy for his customer, who 
Was supposed to be one of the actors in 
the scene so graphically portrayed. 

The price of such paintings varies 
from $3 to $12. The artist can complete 
one in about 1 1-2 hours, if he does not 
hurry, If it is a rush order, the work 
can be concluded within an hour, 
though in that case the price is increas- 
ed somewhat. When asked if he made 
much money by this sort of work, the 
artist replied that he did; that he gained 
more than many painters who were 
striving todo great things are able to 
secure, His patrons were generally 
prompt pay—indced the usual terms are 
cash on delivery. 

As for embarking in higher art, the 
artist would haye none of it. He tersely 
remarked that he would rather be a 
painter for beggars than a beggar paint- 
er, and as he wayed a goodby there was 
a contented look on his face, which 
showed that he meant uctly what he 
said.

For many 
years past the bushmen of South Africs 
have been dwindling in numbers till the 
survivors may almost be counted on one’s 
fingers. The bushman is first cousin to the 
diminutive race of pygimies found by the 
great explorer Du Chaillu in the coastlunds 
of western Africa, near the equator, and 
closely resembles the dwarfs found by 
Stanley in the great Aruwhimi forest, Ir 
all probability they are the remnanta of 
the aboriginal race of Africa which hae 
been driven into the corners of the A frican 
farth by successive Invasions of Hottentot, 
Bantu and negro tribes, Their existence 
in Africa is mentioned as far as 158¢ 
by Andrew Battell, one of the curliest o) 
Africa's English explorers. He describes 
them as ‘'no bigger than boys of 12 years 
old, but very thick, and they live only upon 
flesh, which they kill in the woods wit!

My 
reply is, ‘‘Painting."’ Everything is paint- 
able, and the desert is always beautiful, 
Infinitely varied in texture and local color, 
prolific of wild flowers and insect life, ite 
interest is unending, while its trackless 
expanse undulating to the horizon seems 
like an ocean suddenly petrified into abso 
lute rest, and impresses the mind witha 
sense of yastness and repose which noth 
ing, in my opinion, can equal. 

Again, as the effects of yarying weather 
pass oyer the silent land, how perplexing 
are the quick trapsitions from gray to 
gold as passing sunbeams play hide and 
seck among its billows, or when the white 
heat of day gives place to the violets and 
yellows of sunset! Added to the intrinsic 
beauty of the desert itself are the ingumer- 
able ‘subjects’ always ready to hand—

OUT OF ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


The Age of “English Bards and Scoteh 


Reviewers” When Byron Wrote His Bite 
ter Satires—The Way They Manage Such 
Matters In France. 


Tt is sald that ‘‘Tantho” and ‘*The Maid 
of Athens’? are the only two surviving 
_ persons whom Byron had described or re- 
ferred to in his poems. Whether this be ac- 
eurately truco or not, the gencrations against 
which that brilliant literary Ishmacl 
waged such a constant and such ao futile 
war has almost entirely passed away, and 
with it has passed tho fashion of lampoon- 
ing one’s rivals—and cyen of extolling 
-ono’s friends—in yerse, Time was when a 
spice of personality was an indispensable 
attraction in a book meant to catch the 
~ public car, and if ayoung or inexperionced 
author neglected this important point the 
__ publisher would be sure to urge the neces- 
sity of catering for the general taste and 
would perhaps himself suggest a worthy 
subject for an epigram. We are not refer- 
ring to the Curlls of a century and a half 
"ago, but to the very honorable and gener- 
ous publishers with whom our gerandfa- 
thors had to do, Tho literary controversies 
which were so rife in the age of ‘‘English 
Bards and Scotch Revicwers,’’ but which 
are nowadays comparatively rare, were 
gloated over by an eager public, and it is 
not to be wondered at if the publishers, who 
had their fingers continuously upon their 
ustomers’ pulse, preferred such books as 
were calculated to stimulate the fever of 
__ eurlosity, ‘These personal references were, 
of course, very various in their character, 
* No latly could complain of being immor- 
talized as Ianthe, but we can imagine that 
‘a considerable number of Byron's victims 
would haye given a round sum to be ex- 
eluded from his bitter satires, It must 
aye been a “bad quarter of an hour’’ for 
ne Scotch reviewers when they read the 
taliation which one of their company has 
ought upon them, almost as uncomfort- 
able as the flye minutes in which the poor, 
treated goyerness read the description 
' herself, commencing with the words, 
Born in a garret, in a kitchen bred." 

_ Few of Byron's friends or acquaintances 
escaped without a single splutter from his 
pen of gall, and some, as is well known, 
elt the injury very keenly. Lat at the 
same time he knew how to speak favorably 
both of the living and tho dead. It isa 
abe strange instance of the yast power wiclded 

‘or good or cvil by the maker of simple 
erses that one lady is at the present mo- 
. ent enjoying a comfortable annuity to 
: Se yich she had no other’ claim whatever 

than that of haying been extolled by Byron 
ina few complimentary stanzas. To do 
‘Byron justice, he rarely ‘‘showed up’’ his 
contemporaries unless they had previously 
turned their pens against him, whereas 

there were pocts in those times who hated 
in yerse for no better reason than that 
_ their victims took a different view of poli- 

tics from their own. Shelley’s outburst 
against Castlereagh, and many of Peter 
dar’s unmeasured diatribes, exceed in 
their bitterness anything which we should 
consider justiflable today. When we 
fay that the fashion of personal allusions 

jong poets has passed away, we do not 
ean that tho circumstance is unknewn 
in the present gencration. The laureate’s 
escapade in Punch, in which ho applied 


isnot likely to be forgotten, und he has 
taken several other occasions of belaboring 
his critic, and the race of ‘irresponsible 
reviewers’ in general. It is but a short 
© ago that two of our most popular 
ts took up the cu¥gels to onc another in 
the public prints, and oyerclouded their 
ius bya mist. of hard words and re- 
criminations perhaps quite as virulent as 
anything that Byron wrote of a rival. 
There can be no doubt that personal allu- 
_ sions of the kind which we haye instanced 
“are in eyery sense objectionable, and that 
the decay of the fashion is matter for 
ich congratulation. Two reasons in par- 
_ ticular might be given which would amply 

suffice to condemn the practice. In the 
- first place, it is so very casy to lash onesclf 
to ‘rage by the whip cracking of our 
m rhymes and meters, just as certain 
_ &nimals are said to do by the application 

of their tails, 

It is quite possible to work oneself into 
literary fury against a literary rival, 
while at the club or inthe streetave should 
ke him by the hand and exchange the 
idle gossip of the day. Again, it is beyond 
all question that literary wrangles haye a 
tendency to debase literature itself. There 
? isno such thing as sublime personality. 

_ The only lofty satire is that which is thor- 
- oughly general in its application, A better 
poet who is cither prejudiced or angry nec- 
__-@ssarily descends from the back of Pega- 
us and holds on, if at all, by the tail. In 
other words, his yerses limp, his ideas 
grow commonplace, and the savor of his 
poetry is destroyed. English poets in par- 
" tlenlar do well to let this species of satire 
alone, for, though as a rulean Englishman 

4s an admirable fighter, he is decidedly lim- 
_ ited in his mastery of weapons. Poctry is 
 a@ foil that should always haye the buttons 
. on, but we have a too straightforward way 
_ of taking the buttons off. In France they 
manage these things differently. There 
they can cross foils wthout hurting cach 
- other. It is a national characteristic. Mo- 

Mere used occasionally to hit living persons 

Wery hard, but we read of onc instance in 

Which he completely disarmed the resent- 

ment of the object of his satire by reading 

“his play to him privately before it was put 

upon the stage. He had satirized his man

For us, at all events, the day of personall

A Material of Which No Part Is Permitted 
to Go to Waste. "

of trade. In manufactures of leather there 
ay) remnants, just as there are remnants 
in the manufacture of cloth, of tin, of 
wood and of very many other materials, 
Thero are Wholesalers who deal in leather 
remnants exclusively, who will buy any 
leather remnants whatever, and who find 
a sure salo for everything they buy. For 
many purposes the remnants aro as good 
as pleces cut form whole sides would be, 
and they cost very much less. 

‘A manufacturer of fino shoes, who buys 
wholo skins, cuts out the best and uses 
that only and sells tho rest as remnants 
The remnants are sold to manufacturers 
who make a cheaper grado of she The 
shoes made from such remnants may be 
better and cheaper than shoes made from 
cheap whole stock.

A TRAVELER IN FRANCE. 


What Uc Saw, Did and Heard Ina Rail- 
way Carriage. 


Harness makers and saddlers who buy 
whole skins haye more or less remnants, 
little pieces, and odds and ends that they 
haye no use for, but which may be made 
useful for one purpose and another. From 
any whole stock there must be remnants, 
and the remnants aro all good for some- 
thing; remnants of belting, for instayce, 
are sold to make boot heels of and insoles. 

The smallest remnants of some kinds of 
leather are used for the filling of balls. 
Leather remnants are used for making sus- 
pender tips, for leather trimmings, for leg- 
ging straps, for the making of cheap pock- 
etbooks and for covering eyeglass and spec- 
tacle cases and various kinds of fancy 
goods, for bookbinding, for making chil- 
dren's shoes, for the straps used on hobby 
horses, for leather buttons and washers. 
for corners on books. Remnants of French 
calf are used for fine cobbling, and rtm- 
nants generally are sold for a very great 
yaricty of purposes. 

There are half a dozen or more whole 
sale dealers in leather remnants in this 
city. There are said tobe a larger number 
in Boston. While the wholesale dealer in 
remnants will buy remnants.of any kind, 
there are still smaller scraps of leather, 
called chips, which he'does not buy. The 
chips and the sweepings are sold to chem. 
ical manufacturers and burned to make 
potash. No partof the leather is permitted 
go to waste, 

With the enormous consumption ol 
leather in this country, the quantity of 
remnants here is large. Remnants are pro- 
duced in England justas they are here, 
but not in quantity sufficient to supply the 
demand there. Many tons of American 
leather remnants are exported to England, 
where they are sold for the samc uses tc 
which they are put here.—New York Sun. 


They Show an Unbalanced Circulation and 
May Superinduce Illness. 

Neyer go to bed with cold fect. Never 
try to sleep without being perfectly cgr 
tain that you will be able to keep them 
warm. Tolic one night with cold feet 
gives such a strain to the system as will be 
felt seriously, perhaps ending in a fit of 
sickness. 

Cold feet show an unbalanced circula- 
tion. The yery best thing to do is to warm 
them by exercise, if that be practicable. If 
not, by dipping them in hot and cold wa- 


ter alternately two or three times, and 
then using vigorous friction. 
notwarm them and keep them warm, heat 


If that does 


them before the fire, drying them thor. 


the lash to the shoulders of a brother poet, | oughly, and then correct your habits or 


improve your health, for be sure that one 
or the other is wrong, perhaps both. 

With all the rest, if you sleep on a hard 
bed with cotton shects in a cold room, put 
on an extra covering over the feet. It is 
yery conyenient to have a ‘‘foot comfort,” 
just wide enough to cover the top of the 
bed and about a yard deep. This may be 
made of some light material—perhaps the 
remains of a pretty dress—filled with 
cotton, like a comfortable, and tacked 
with somo harmonious color, During the 
day this may be thrown over the footboard 
and spread on the bed at night. The ad- 
yantuge of this is to secure suflicient light 
covering for the feet without overburden- 
ing the remainder of the body. If you 
use a hot brick oran iron, put itin the 
bed a little beforehand, gnd then, when re- 
tiring, remove it. To sleep with the fect 
in contact with it has a tendency to make 
the feet tender. 

But better than both these, and to be 
used with or without them, is the foot 
blanket. This may be a square yard of 
domestic flannel, or two yards, folded, of 
swiss flannel, or anything else you like 
that is warm enough, only have it niceand 
clean, 

Fold this around your fect and ankles 
before you put them down into the bed. If 
not y cold, this will often warm them, 
especially if you have used friction, and, if 
warm, it will prevent their becoming cold 
by contact with the cold sheets. It keeps 
the warm air around them. It does not 
make the feet tender, and it is far more 
convenient than the hot brick or soapstone, 
Try it, and if you aro troubled with cold 
feet you will he likely to keep it by you 
her er. Whatever you use, always le 
atfwillength, Wo ‘curl up’ binders frec 
circulation.—New York Ledger.

What the World Owes. 


The world is rich, incalculably rich, 
but it cannot pay its debts. Ifthe cred- 
itors of all the Governments were to pre- 
sent a demand note to every chancellor 
of the exchequer to-morrow, insisting on 
immediate payment, there is hardly a 
government in existence which would 
not have to be adjudicated bankrupt. 
The national debts of the world am- 
ount to the incomprehensible sum of £6,- 
090.000,000 sterling—more than has ever 
been coined in England, and three times 
as much as the mints of the world have 
produced in the last fifty years. Of 
course the debts will never be paid. It 
is impossible. There is not so much 
money in the uni . If the revenue 
of the whole British empire, with its 850 
millions of people, were set apart in its 
entirety for the purpose, there would 
still be a heavy debt at the end of a 
quarter of a century. The revenue of 
the six great powers of Europe, with 
America thrown in, would not pay the 
debt in ten years. 

This immense debt isa burden of many 
centuries’ growth, and the probability is 
that very little of the principal will be 
liquidated for centuries to come. Prac- 
tically the whole of the money bears in- 
terest, which amounts to over £200,000,- 
000 a year—England, France and Rus- 
sia alone pay £88,000,000. ‘The total 
yearly interest is equal to half a crown 
for every person on the globe. 

The liability of the nations is heavy 
enough if it grows no heavier while the 
world lasts. But the above figures are 
much below the actual amount owing 
by Governments and other public bodies 
throughout the world. They do not in- 
clude the heavy debts incurred by mun- 
icipalities, which are often astounding. 
London, for instance, owes £20,000,000, 
while Paris, with half the population of 
London, has a public debt of £90,000,-

ANOTHER FOUL MURDER, 


AN OLD MAN FOUND DEAD IN A 
POOL OF HIS OWN BLOOD. 


Tragedy in Nova Scotia—The Marderer’s 
Footprints an Important Clac—The 
Weapon Used was an Axe. 

A despatch from Horton Landing, 
N.S., says:—A fearful tragedy was 
discovered on Sunday afternoon, when 
Mr. Oliver Fuller, a somewhat aged

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PRIMITIVE METHODS. 


THE WATERWORKS OF GUAYMAS RUN 
BY MULE POWER. 


A Littlo City That Is Up to Date In All 
Important Respects Except One—You 
Are Delighted With the Water, but Are 
Surprised When You Look It Up. 


Half way up the gulf of California, on 
tho southwestern coast of Mexico, is the 
little seaport of Guaymas. Of late years 
Guaymas has grown apace commercially, 
and her Mexican and Indian citizens, 
spurred onward and assisted by the influx 
of Yankee and English merchants, have a 
great many modern improvements, and as 
goon as you land the people begin to talk 
to you about the wonderful adyantages of 
Guaymas either as a residence or business 
location. With pride thoy show you their 
strect lights, their horse cars and seyeral 
other more or less modern improvements. 
But no one ever has a word to say about 
tho waterworks or the water system. Yet 
you notice with satisfaction that the water 
they give you to drink is clear as crystal, 
soft and yery pleasing to the eyo and tasto 
alike. Of course you do not expect to find 
running water in each room in a Mexican 
city of only 6,000 inhabitants, and you aro 
not greatly surprised to haye the water 
poured out for you from big leathern bags 
or carthen jars, for that is the way of 
things in Mexico, and a yery good way 
with respect to drinking water, 

But after you haye visited the now plaza 
and ecen all the sights that the town af- 
fords you may have o curiosity to know 
something about the water system. If 
such a curiosity should possess you it may 
seom strange how the natives avoid con- 
yersation on the topic. They do not even 
care to talk about tho good quality of the 
water, and this seems passing strange to 
the newcomer, because even towns that 
lack good drinking water never fail to 
blow about the quality and quantity of 
whatever drinking fluid they do happen to 
haye. But herein Guaymas the subject 
of drinking water, at least in business and 
commercial circles, is strictly tabooed. 
Now, if you are a thoughtful person, all 
this will strike you as remarkably singu- 
lar, and some fine day, after enjoying a 
glass of this most excellent water, you will 
start off on ao tour of inyestigation for 
yourself, bent upon discovering the source 
of Guaymas’ water supply. About a mile 


will strike a very ancient artesian well, 
surrounded by a curious arcadic system of 
adobe walls, flumes, prehistoric windlasses, 
one mule and two Indians. These com- 
prise the waterworks of Guaymas. It is 
said by travelers that there is not such an- 
other antique water pumping station in 
North America. And it is not difficult to 
believe this if weadd the qualifying words 
“ina elvilized community of 5,000 inhab- 
itants.’’ Surrounding this artesian well, 
which is said to tap a subterranean stream

like wheel in turn is operated by the slow 
and toilsome meandcrings of a yery ancient 
and weary mule, that requires the constant 
suryeillance of an Indian driver in order 
to keep him wide awake. Just what it is 
that keeps the Indian driyer awake is an- 
other question. 
A long, untanned leather strap winds 
several times around the birdcage wheel 
and then takes a diagonal cut up to the 
end of the windlass. Attached to the wind- 
lass are two rude buckets, made something 
in the shape of barrels, which appear laden 
with as swect, pure drinking water as ever 
quenched the thirst that springs cternal 
under the hot skies of the Mexican sea- 
coast. In the cast wall of the quadrangle 
is an opening, through which a big wood- 
en flume leads from the water casks as 
they emerge from the well down to a series 
of wooden reseryoirs that stand up on stilts 
about ten feet from the ground. 
In these reseryoirs or sluice boxes the 
water is stored. Karly every morning 
these sluice boxes are filled. The inhbabit- 
ants of Guaymas come out and take their 
day's water supply therefrom, and by night 
the sluice boxes are emptied. Not every 
inhabitant of Guaymas makes a diurnal 
pilgrimage to this primitive waterworks, 
but all of the poorer people, who cannot 
afford to puy the slight charges incident 
upon haying their leathern water casks 
filled by the regular carriers for the well to 
do, may be seen in the early hours of the 
morning going forth and returning with 
their crude and curious water yesscls, 
One's first question upon discovering 
this antique water supply of Guaymas is 
inquiry concerning the age of the artesian 
well and the antique wall surrounding it. 
No one seems to know, but the American 
consul says it must be fully 400 years old. 
It is oyidently not of ‘Toltec or 
gin, for its distinguishing characte 
its extreme crudeness, Some day an en- 
terprising Yankee will import a few thou- 
sand feet of iron pipe into Guaymas, and 
then these water carriers will be out ofa 
job, It is doubtful, however, whether it 
will ever pay to replace the tired mule that 
works the windlass by a stationary engine. 
Yhe artesian well lies back of tho hills and 
is at an clevation of fully 1,000 fect above 
the town. 
aymas ig eltuated on Yaqui bay and 
caport of the proyinces of Sonora and 
Chihuahua. Its chief exports are wheat, 
flour and hides, while the Indian part of 
| the population makes its living by dishing 
| in the bay. Yaqui bay is a commodious 
port and has excellent anchorage, but is 
| not provided with an abundanco of modern 
wharlage facilities Nevertheless Guay 
mas’ foreign trade is considerable, and, 
though the climate is hot and unhealthy, 
the streets narrow and dirty, the resi 
| dences, rule, squalid and unpictur 
esque, yet the surrounding scenery is yery 
beautiful during the winter months, and 
the pluce is visited by not a few American 
and European tourists. All these are loud

IS CRIME DECREASING? 


English Observers Say There Is m Change 
For tho Better. 

‘Thero provails a comfortable belief that 
tho standing army of crimo 4s steadily di- 
minishing and that, with theaid of school 
boards and reformatorios, we gro making 
sure if slow progress. in combating the en- 
oniles of society who fill our jails. Mr, 
Douglass Morrison, ina paper read before 
the Statistical society, tells us that this be- 
lief rests on no solid foundation, and that 
when the facts are analyzed it becomes 
highly doubtful whether there has been 
wore than a nominal decrease of crime. 
There is no doubt that the figures goneral- 
ly quoted in support of the view which ey- 
ery one would fain belieyo do not substan- 
tiate it. The explanation of many of the 
facts which seom at first sight to justify 
optimisin and self congratulation lics in a 
movement which influences, consciously or 
unconsciously, all persons administering 
the criminal law—the growth of a fecling 
of distrust of the eflicacy of severe sen- 
tences and of o conyiction as to their mis- 
chicyousness in many cuses and pity or 
tenderness toward a large class of crim- 
inuls as tho victims of circumstances, 

1t has been said that Victor Hugo's pic- 
tee of Joan Valjean, theoutcast with noble 
faxitincts, who tries ugain and again to ex- 


tricate himself from n coil of misfortunes 
and who again and again succtanbs in the 
struggle, profoundly influenced the admin- 
istration of the French criminal law, and 
for many years that spirit of pity and tol- 
eration which the French poct depicted in 
“Les Miserables’? has been everywhere in 
the air, and nowhere more than here. It 
is therefore right to caution the public 
ugainst confounding the diminution in the 
number of offenders detained in prison in 
consequence of a wise mitigation of the se- 
verity of the criminal law with a corre- 
sponding decrease in the amount of crime. 
1t is just possible, however, that in ayoid- 
ing one extreme Mr. Morrison has pushed 
given counte- 
nance to & despondent view as little justi- 
ficd us the optimism which ho condemns. 
In interpreting the only available figures 
the increased yigilance of the police is an 
element scarcely to be overrated. <A 
scarcely less important clement is that of 
public Eyery offense is noted. ‘The 
chances of detection are probably greatly 
increased in the when cyery house- 
hold hecomes ure of the person ‘‘want- 
ed’ for any crinie of mmagnitude. To know 
that crime generally is increasing or de- 
creasing is to know very little. It may 
mcan no more than that certain offenses 
against police regnlations have increased 
or diminished. ‘lhe morality of the coun- 
try may be steadily rising though the con- 
victions for br vs of the education acts 
are increasing, 

‘There is a sensible diminution of certain 

sos most indicative of a licentious 
Property is respected more than it 
Was, and some crimes connceted therewith 
and productive of others—for example, re- 
ceiving stolen goods in some towns—bid 
fair to disappear. On the other hand, there 
is no sign of reduction in certain other 
crimes which appear to como in the train 
of material prospcrity. ‘Che report we get 
is both of good and of eyil. Of the real 
causes of crime and of the extent to which 
itcan be preyented by practicable meas- 
ures Mr. Morrison’s figures tell one little 
that is pesit More than 2,000 years ago 
Euripides expounded the theory of the 
criminal-ne under which Lombroso, Mar- 
ro and Ferri haye lately labored. The 
Greek writer puts into the mouth of one 
of his characters the reflection that, where- 
as land naturally barren may yield a good. 
harvest if the season be good and fertile 
land be sterile if the season be wnkindly, 
men are always what they are—the good 
always good, even in the pinch of hard cir- 
cumstances, the bad always bad—the crim- 
inal-ne certain to be in the dock, however 
carefully the chaplain and the philanthro- 
pist look after him. What trath there is 
in this view, how far the standing army of 
crime consists of this clement, how far of 
people not. much worse disposed but less 
lucky than others, statisticians do not tell 
us. Perhaps they never will. But in that 
direction lies the interest of the present 
and still more that of the future.—London 
Times.

* WHAT CONFUCIUS DID 


HE TAUGHT MORALS RATHER THAN A 
PARTICULAR RELIGION, 


flow He United tho Warring Princlpatition 
of China—Jonlousy Was the Uause of 
His Downfall—Dicd In Poverty, but Uls 
Philosophy Is Acceptod by Millions, 


Tho real namo of Confucius was Kung 
tustso. According to somo authorities ho 
Byed five centuries and a half and aoc- 
pording to others four centuries and a 
half before the Christian cra, Tho placo of 
dis birth {fs now gonorally stated to havo 
beon tho stato of Loo, a littlo to the cust- 
ward of the groat canal in Shantung proy- 
ince, where he was educated and where ho 
marricd. His object in acquiring knowl- 
rdge was to turn it practically to tho pur- 
poses of food government, ahd ho accord- 
ingly devoted himself exclusively to moral 
and political science, He afterward di- 
vorced his wife, in order, as the Jesuits 
way, that ho might botter attend to his 
studies. Whon he thought himself suffi- 
tiently qualified to instruct the barbarous 
ago in which ho lived, ho quit his soli- 
tude for the courts of princes. China was 
‘not thon united under ono emperor. This 
onion did not take placo until two or 
three centuries after tho philosopher's 
death. But when Confucius began his 
mission there seem to hayo been as many 
Independent kings in China as there were 
in England under tho Saxon hoptarchy, 
Ho journcyed through these various states 
dna condition of simplicity and poverty, 
Hevoting himself to the instruction of all 
ranks in his precepts of yirtue and social 
order. His adheronts gradually increased, 
and ho at length reckoned as many as 
8,000 disciples, of whom 72 were more par- 
‘ticularly distinguished by their devotion 
to their master, and 10 wero so well 
grounded in all sorts of Inowledge that 
thoy were called by way of excellence ‘the 
ten wise men.’’ 

In his visits to the different princes Con- 
fucius endoayored to prevail upon them to 
establish a wiso and peaceful administra- 
tion. After many wanderings and disap- 
pointments he became prime minister, 
with a recognized authority to carry his 
theories into practice in Loo, his native 
country. At this time he was 55 years old. 
In three years ho is said to have effected a 
thorough change in the moral condition of 
tho kingdom. The happiness and prosperi- 
ty created by the philosophic primo minis- 
ter excited the jealousy of the neighboring 
kings. The soyercign of Loo was soon in- 
duced to abandon his benefactor, and Con- 
fucius was obliged to flce to the northern 
parts of China. He was subsequently re- 
pulsed ot three different courts to which 
he applied for office in order that he might 
render the people happy, and, after sus- 
taining many other sorrows, he withdrew 
to the kingdom of Chin, where he lived in 
great poverty. His doctrines, however, had 
taken root, and it was at this time of ad- 
yersity that his disciples were most numer- 
ous. Hewent again to Loo, his native 
country, but vainly solicited to be re-em- 
ployed in the government. At length, full 
of years, if not of honors, he retired fromm 
the world, in company with a few of his 
closest disciples, to write or complete those 


works which became the sacred books of 


the Chinese, and which hayo suryiyed 22 
He died in his seyenty-third 
year. 

“Tt was the great object of Confucius to 
regulate the manners of the people. He 
thought ontward decorum the true em- 
blem of excellence in heart. He there- 
fore digested all the yarious ceremonies 
into one general code of rites, which was 


called Le-ke, or Ly-king, etc. In this work 


every ritual in all the relations of human 
life is strictly regulated, so that a true 
Chinaman is a perfect automaton, put in 
motion by the regulations of the Ly-king. 
Som of tho rites are most excellent. ‘The 


duties toward parents, the respect due to 


superiors, the decorum in the behavior of 
common life, cte., sperk highly in favor of 
Confucius, but his substituting ceremony 
for simplicity and true politeness is unpar- 
The Ly-king contains many ex- 
cellent maxims and inculeates inorality, 
but it has come to nsin a mutilated state 
with many intcrpolations,’’ says Gutzlaff 
in his “Sketch of Chinese History, Ancient 
and Modern." 

fT the writings of Confucius the duties 
were 
slightly dwelt upon. On tho other hand, 
the duties and iinplicit submission of chil- 
dren to their parents were extended to the 
utmost and most rigidly inculeated. Upon 
this wide principle of filial obedience the 
whole of his system, moral and political, 
is founded. Confucius was a teacher of 
morals, but not the founder of a religion. 
His doctrines constitute rather a system of 
philosophy in the department of morals 
and politics than any particular religious 
faith. 

The moral doctrines of Confucius in- 
clude that capital one which, however 
neglected in practice, has obtained the 
universal assent of mankind—ho taught 
his disciples ‘‘to treat others according to 
the treatment which they themselves 
would desire at their bands.’’ In his doc- 
trines there is an evident leaning to pre- 
destination or fatalism, and to predicting 
events by the mystical lines of Fo-shee. 
The system of Confucius, without making 
any pretension to a divine legation, con- 
tinues to prevail throughout the most ex- 
tensive empiré in the world. he body of 
Ahis laws and instructions is still followed, 
not only by the Chinese, but by the Ko- 
reans, Cochin Chinese and other people, 
who, taken collectively, are estimated at 
400,000,000,

LONDON MESSENGER BOYS. 


They Aro Freoly Trusted and Often Sent 
Vory Long Distances. 

Slow os tho messenger boy is said to be, 
ho has reached London, where the English 
consider him ‘ta jolly good thing, ye 
know,"’ and use him in many wondrous 
ways. 

The Boy Messengers' company was or 
ganized in 1890 on the American plan, and 
atonce ran against tho postoftice oflicers, 
who said it was trospassing on govern 
ment preserves, Inismuch as it was carry 
ing letters without duo authority, The 
officlals had to back down, however. Since 
then the company has prospered and has in 
{ts employ, all told, about 800 persons, 

The company takes better care of ite 
boys than those here do, Not only aro their 
tlothes provided free, but they lmye club: 
rooms, with library, gymnasiug, and a 
dining hall, whore meals are providce at 
30st, 

Tho boys have an excellent reputation 
ns a class and are trusted. Checks ranging 
from £300 to £1,000 have been safely given 
to them to cash, although the company ts 
not Hable beyond £20, Often thoy are sent 
on extended trips—to Scotland with sports- 
mon and sometimes to Holland. Ono has 
been to the south of France, 

The ‘call’’ box is still something of o 
noyelty to tho Englishman. Not long 
since, when a box had been put in, the 
proud owner was showing it to his guests 
and explaining its value. ‘‘As soon as the 
wires aro connected with the eentral of- 
fice,’’ he said, ‘‘and thoy will be in a day 
or two, all I'll haye to do will be to turn 
this little crank, so, and I can haye mes: 
sengers, cabmen, flremen and police right 
at the house in no time."’ He had scarcely 
done speaking when his assertion was veri- 
fled emphatically, for the box had been 
wired that afternoon, and the man had no 
end of trouble explaining to the mob in 
red and blue and gray and green that was 
clamoring at his door how it all had oc 
curred. 

The oddest ‘locus’’ of a call box so far 
doubtless is a coffin. Ono customer of the 
company has arranged that a box be put 
in his coffin, so that should he arouse after 
burial and find himself still alive he will 
be able to so inform his friends.—New 
York Press. 


THE SILENT CLUB. 


A Strange and Original Institation That 
Flourishes In Vienna. 

Vienna, among its many clubs, can 
boast of possessing a very strange and 
original one known as the Silent club, 
which was instituted some time ago by 
half 2 dozen wags, all of whom were mar- 
ried men, who, to escape from tho chatter 
of nagging and scolding wives and from 
all sound of the human yoice, agreed to 
meet together once a week to enjoy an 
evening of absolute quict and freedom from 
conyersation. The members, of whom 
there are now 50, assemble every Monday 
evening in the clubrooms, which are most 
sumptuously furnished, the walls being 
hung with comic pictures portraying the 
inevitable mother-in-law in every possible 
phase and in her worst light. 

On the wall behind the president's chair, 
at the head of the long dining table, is a 
full length portraié of a woman completely 
muzzled, und a handsomely framed copy 
of the principal rules hangs in each room, 
which rules are as follows: ‘‘ Married men 
only are cligiblo for membership. No 
talking or laughing is allowed in the 
club.” Should either of those rules be in- 
fringed the offender will be fined a bottle 
of champagne. Absolute silence is also 
required from the servants, except below 
stairs, and even there they may scarce 
speak aboye their breath lest their voices 
should be heard and cause their instant 
dismissal.

xX RAYS ON THE HEART, 


A Ubysician’s Now Modo of Studying That 
Organ. 


While viewing the pectoral rogion 
through tho fluoroscope and observing the 
shadow of the heart, a method of nearly 
accurate estimation of its size, normal or 
abnormal, occurred to me, Putting the 
method instantly in practice, I marked out 
what should bs the normal contour of the 
heart on tho anterior surfaco of tho chest 
wall. Then I bent a copper wire in the 
shape of tho tracing and affixed it on this 
with adhesive plaster. Having tho pationt 
facing tho Crookes tube, I looked through 
tho fluoroscopo from behind between the 
spine and the scapula, when I plainly saw 
the wire outlining the shadow of the heart, 
It may be wondered how the hesrt can be 
recon when the soft parts aro said to be 
penetrable by the rays, but the different 
dogrees of ponetrability, according to the 
density of tho tissues, enable one to do so. 
Yet it may be necessary to proceed in a 
certain way, os at o high powerthe X 
rays seem to dissolve cvérything, even 
bone and iron. 

Using as a generator cither a powerful 
static machine or an induction coil of at 
least 8 seconds spark, you let your machine 


work so os to produce tho strongest X 
rays at your command, when you may see 
only the scapula, the ribs, the loft part of 
the spine, or the sternum, not to forget— 
plainest of all—your wire in front. Hay- 
ing familiarized yourself with your land 
scape, you now very gradually reduco the 
brightness of the X rays—in the case of 5 
static machine by reducing the speed— 
and you will obserye the shadow of the 
heart extending within or outside your 
wire. Sometimes you can see a thinner 
and larger shadow superimposed on a 
smaller and thicker one, the former repre- 
senting the heart in diastole and the latter 
the same in systole. As generally the left 
line of the heart is all we look for, it may 
be sufficient for the busy practitioner to 
affix an almost straight wire, extending 
from the third to the sixth rib, at a proper 
distance from the left sternal border. 

Naturally you may fail to see the heart 
unless you locate your fluoroscope opposite 
the organ, which I roughly estimate by 
marking off a spot to the left of the spine 
opposite the fourth intercostal space in 
front. On this mark I center the fluoro- 
scope. Obyious optical reasons make it 
preferable to look from behind rather than 
from thé anterior aspect. I think the read- 
ers easily will understand my method and 
find it vastly superior to percussion in giy- 
ing positive information. Other organs, as 
the splecn and the kidneys, are probably 
explorable in the same manner, and in- 
stead of using the fluoroscope pictures may 
be taken, but the necessarily longer expo- 
sure to the X rays may produce a burn,— 
Medical Record. 


Heresy and Orthodoxy, 

Heresy in olden times led to prison and 
the stake. In the present age it leads to 
fame anda professorship. One of the most 
interesting heretics of the present day is 
the Rey. Professor William Knight, of 
whom it may be truly said that he stepped 
from heterodoxy into high places, A quar- 
ter of a century ago he was the minister of 
ayery humble tin church in an obscure 
street in Dundee, and had the good fortune 
to send an article, which was accepted, to 
The Contemporary Review on prayer. The 
leaders of the Free Kirk in the town men- 
tioned, whose views were limited to mar- 
malade and” jute, found, fortunately for 
Mr. Knight, that the views contained in 
the paper were ‘“‘unsound,’”? and the au- 
dacious writer was summoned before the 
local presbytery to answer his misdeeds. 
Fora year or so the Knight heresy case 
was the talk of the theological world, and 
the battle which raged around the humble 
minister was bitter and fierce. But it made 
his reputation—perhaps his fortune, His 
congregation increased tremendously. 
From the tin church in an obscure locality 
he and they migrated to a magnificent 
cathedral, built in the best thoroughfare. 
Shortly afterward he joined the Estab- 
lished church, and yery soon was appoint- 
ed professor of moral philosophy in the 
University of St. Andrew. Since then 
his career has been one uninterrupted suc- 
cess, but he has not further dabbled in 
heresy. ‘The irony of fate is shown in the 
fact that while Professor Knight is now 
well known everywhere, the reverend 
orthodox gentleman who was his principal 
persecutor fell into the obscurity of some 
seeretaryship connected with the Free 
Kirk.—London Telegraph.

IN A JOSSHOUSE. 


The Chinese Celebration of Now Year's In | The Process of Producing Mexico’ 


San Francisco, 

Theodore Wores, tho artist, has a story 
of Chineso life in San Francisco in St, 
Nicholas, under tho title of ‘Ah Gau's 
Now Year's Celebration.'’ Mr. Wores RLY 8: 
The procosslc or Kome queer renson the 
Chineso always scom to walk in single file 
—was headed by his fathor, carrying the 
baby brother proudly in his arms. ‘The 
mothor and sister carried baskets filled 
with offerings to the gods, while Ah Gau 
had contented himself with parading, his 
flnory only. 

‘The interior of tho jorshouse was but 
dimly lighted, and when tho cyes once | 
ywame uted to the mysterious . 
aStinosphere that filled the place strange 
and weird faces of gods and donions shovw- 
ed through thédarkness and gazed soleinn- 
ly down from rich altars upon the yisitors. 
A priesi, seated at the entrance, had a 
supply of painted candles, sticks of incense 
made of sandalwood and packets ef papers 
tontaining printed prayers. 

Having bought « supply of these helps 
to worship, Ah Gau and his family had 
entered the innor room of the pean gods. 
In the presence of these images, with hid- 
cous, painted faces dimly looming out of 
the darkness and mystery of the incense 
laden atmosphere, most American boys of 
Ah Gau’s age would have been terror 
stricken. He, on the contrary, scemcd to 
be quite nat easo among these strange 
things and went near to the uncanny idols 
with quito an air of familiarity. He bold- 
ly walked up to a large drum standing in 
one corner, and, scizing a druimstick, 
pounded on it with all his might for the 
purpose of drawing the attention of the 
gods to the worshipers, 

He then had joined with the family in 
placing a large number of lighted candles 
and smoking incense sticks upon the altar, 
after which they had bent themselves in 
prayer beforo the principal imago in the 
temple. A number of offcrings—cakes, 
fruits and various articles of food, as well 
as rico wine—wero next piled up before 
this deity. Their devotions ended with the 
burning of a lot of printed prayers in a lit- 
tle brick furnace erected in a corner of the 
josshouse for that purpose. As they left a 
paclwof firecrackers was set off, and then, 
thoroughly satisfied with themselves and 
with minds at rest, they had gone home- 
ward. 


COST OF LIGHTS. 


A Comparison of the Relative Cost of 
Different Artificial Systems. 

The director of tho electrical company 
of Cologne has made a comparison of the 
cost of the different sorts of artificial light 
reduced to the samo standard of illumi- 
nating power. As the cost of materials for 
illuminating varies in different localities 
he has taken the price of coal gas at 91 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet, of alcohol, for 
use in incandescent lamps, at 80 cents a 
gallon, of coal oil at 15 cents a gallon, and 
of electricity at 134 cents per hectowatt. 
Supposing the ‘‘mantles’’ of the incandes- 
cent gas burners to last 400 hours and to 
cost 50 cents each, and other apparatus to 
haye the ayerage life, he finds the most ex- 
pensive ordinary light to be that from in- 
candescent electric lamps, which costs 10 
per hour for a giyen amount of illumina- 
tion. Next comes the light from ordinary 
gas burners, with openings in the form of 
slits, which cost 6 cents for the same illu- 
mination. Argand burners are, light for 
light, about 20 per cent more economical 
than the other sort. Next to these come 
incandescent lamps burning alcohol, which 
give light at half the price of the ordinary 
gas burner. Ordinary coal oil lamps give 
light much more cheaply, the cost per unit 
of illumination being little more than one- 
fifth that of incandescent electric light, 
but the modern gas lights with incandes- 
cent mantles are still more economical, 
furnishing for 1% cents per hour the same 
amount of illumination as incandescent 
electric lamps at 10 cents. Electric arc 
lamps are about 10 per cent more econom- 
ical still and are the cheapest sources of 
artificial light at present known to us.— 
American Architect. 


Fishing For Sponges. 

Lying on his chest along the boat's deck, 
the sponge fisher, with his water glass—a 
pane set in a box fitted with handles 
looks down 40 feet into the clear depths, 
With one hand he grasps and sinks a slen- 
der pole, sometimes 50 feet in length, fitted 
at the end with adouble hook. The sponge 
once discovered, the hook is deftly inserfed 
at the rocky base, and by a sudden jerk the 
sponge is detached, 

This curt description of what scems the 
simple work of sponge fishing gives no 
idca of the real skill and exertion needed. 
The eye of the fisher has to be trained by 
long experience to peer into the sea and 
tell the commercially yaluable sponges 
from those that arc worthless. He must 
haye a deft hand to detach the sponge 
without a tear. 

Above all, while doing this with one 
hand, he must manipulate with the other 
the water glass, as the waves sway it side- 
Ways ond up and down. ‘Lhe strain on eye 
and body is most intense, to say nothing 
of the cramped position and exposure to 
wind and wet, which, first and last, make 
almost cyery sponge fisher a yictim of 
acute rheumatism. Yet, with all his 
arduous toil, an expert sponge fisher carns 
not move than £3 a month besides his 
“ keep’? on the boat, which barely deserves 
the name of existence,—Pearson’s Weekly.

“It is claimed that the flour for the tor 
tilla can be perfectly milled only by their 
ancient methods, and when one sces the 
result of the grinding ho is ready to udmit 
that possibly they are right. 

‘As the moist windrows of the meal rol) 
off the grinding board, it is caught ina 
basin, and is then all ready for being 
formed into cakes for baking. When ready 
to buke, a woman takes a sinall lump of 
the heavy mixture und lays it in the palm 
of her hand. When, with the other palm 
she rolls it into a ball and begins to quick 
ly pat it into the required thinness, deftly 
spreading the fingers to allow it to enlarge 
its size, and changing itfrom hand to hand 
until it is only an cighth of an inch in 
thickness, and generally about six inches 
in diameter, although sometimes as large 
as a dinner plate. 

“Tho plastic cakes are tossed, one after 
another, us completed, upon tho stove, 
called a brasero, and as fast as delicately 
browned and turned they are placed ina 
steaming heap and cnycloped in a cloth 
to keep them warm, from which arises a 
most tempting odor.’’
